On 
the slrenglh of complainls reported at 
a committee meeting, of which Mr. 
Randall was quite properly advised, a 
group in his organization and in the 
Farm Bureau set out to coerce and 
intimidate the board with political 
threat1). 


"If, after being notified of the com- 


plainls with regard to the attitude of 
the Extension Service directors, Mr, 
Randall had desired a conference or 
hearing, the board, of course, would 
have granted it. Certainly the trustees 
would have wanted verification of the 
charges that there was a tendency on 
thp part of some high in the extension 
staff to put more emphasis upon po- 
litical influence than upon the agri- 
cultural program. 


"Evidence that there was grounds 


for this allegation was provided by 
leadership of the Farm Bureau. The 
public may not know that the mem- 
bership of the Farm Bureau is solicited 
by the Extension staff. County agents 
are assigned membership quotas and' 
must collect the dues for the bureau, 


"Many county agents resent having 


to sign up Farm Bureau members and 
collect dues. I doubt that many thus 
brought into the organization approve 
tl>c method employed. Be that as it 
may, 
it explains the bureau's cam- 


paign. That campaign could be con- 
strued only as an attempt to terrify 
the university's trustees."

Troops in Harlan 


HARLAN, 
Ky.-(XP)-State 
troops 


swarmed into "bloody Harlan" late 
Sunday to face a tense labor situa- 
tion as coal mines prepared to reopen 
with soldier protection over opposi- 
tion of United Mine Workers' officials 


A short time before the first con- 


tingent of troops movefl through the 
streets, the miners gathered in a mass 
meeting at Lenarue and were told bj 
William Turnblazer, U. M. W. distric 
president, "You can't dig coal witl 
bayonets or with tin soldiers." 


As the detachment, commanded by 


Brig. Gen. Ellerbee W. Carter of Louis- 
ville, in four trucks—45 men—passed 
along the quiet street of a small town 
people stared but there was no audi- 
ble comment. 


When the soldiers slopped a block 


from the courthouse at the armony 
it was only a few moments before a 
crowd of small boys riding bicycles 
surrounded the trucks. News spread 
quickly that the militia had arrived 
and streets around the armory were 
jammed with automobiles. In the 
business section small groups of men 
stood and talked in quiet tones. 


Kentucky Indusrtial Relations Com- 


missioner W. C, Burrow, scheduled 
to speak at the miner's rally, did not 
appear. He said later: "In view of 
the situation I thought it advisable 
not to appear." 


After a large number of the na- 


tional guardsmen had arrived, 40 state 
policemen were relieved to return to 
their posts. Truck after truck loaded 
with militiamen rumbled into the town 
md plans were formulated to send 
hem to mines throughout the county 
n time for the pits to be opened in the 
norning. The mobilization order call- 
ed for 557 men and officers to duty. 


George S. Ward, secretary of the 
larlan Coal Operators Association, 
conferred witli the military command- 
ers and it was announced the troops 
would move during the night to mines 
ilong Catron's creek and Martin's 
fork creek in the southern part of the 
county, which produce approximately 
a third of the coal mined in the coun- 
.y employing normally about 5,000 
uen. Operators are housing the troops 
and feeding them. 


Turnblazer said that "four of the 


largest companies" had asked him to 
sign a contract, adding "but the miners 
asked that I not sign until the troops 
dhve left the county." 


Ward, when asked about Turnblaz- 


cr's statement, said: "I have been in 
close touch with all mines and 1 
lavcn't been informed of any such

Mussolini Moderate 


TURIN, Italy-W-Premier Musso- 


lini said Sunday that he and Reichs- 
Euehrer Hitler believed Europe's prob- 
lems could be solved without war but 
he accused "the great democracies" of 
already having begun a "white war" 
against Germany and Italy, "a war on 
economic ground,". Mussolini warned 
now that the Rome-Berlin axis was 
joined in a military alliance, its part- 
ners would, not allow themselves to be 
overpowered and would repulse any 
attack made upon them. 


.. He spoke to a cheering crowd of 
50,000 in the big Piazza Piedmont re- 
gion which will take him close to the 
French frontier on an inspection tour 
of military establishments, troop con- 
centrations and public works. 


There was no specific mention of 


Fascist demands on Paris in Musso-

a friend of Petrillo's. 


Finally, it was learned that Mrs. 


Favato's dead common-law husband, 
Charles Ingrao, had carried about 
SSOOO insurance of which his wife was 
beneficiary, and that one Guiseppe di 
Martino, a friend of Mrs. Favato, had 
died suddenly after she had visited 
him while sick. 


The bodies of both men, when ex- 


humed, contained—arsenic. A grand 
jury indicted Mrs. Alfonsi, Mrs. Favato 
and Herman Petrillo "for murder. 


Again, the story might have ended 


there, with the trial and possible con- 
viction of these three. But up in New 
York in Sing Sing prison, a dark wiz- 
ened convict named John-: Cacopardo 
repeated once more the fantastic story 
he had been trying to make people be- 
live for two years. A Philadelphia of- 
ficial went to see Cacopardo, brought 
him back and produced a sensation. 


For Cacopardo revealed that these 


were no isolated slayings.. They were 
the work of a ring which dealt in 
murder wholesale. 


In 1936, Cacopardo testified, he had 


been offered a post as chief execu- 
tioner for the ring, at 5500 per job for 
putting arsenic in people's drinks. The 
man who made the offer, he declared, 
was one Paul Petrillo, cousin, of Her- 
man, 
and a South Philadelphia tailor 


and "witch doctor." 


On getting the offer, , Cacopardo 


wrote to his Brooklyn sweetheart, 
Mollie Starace, and told her about it, 
for Paul Petrillo had once come be- 
tween them. 
Paul Petrillo heard 


about the latter and went: to Brook- 
lyn. Cacapardo, armed with a re- 
volver, followed. They met in Mollie's 
house, quarreled, fought over the re- 
volver. It was discharged. Mollie was 
killed. For that Cacopardo went to 
Sing Sing for 30 years. Petrillo was 
the chief witness against him. 


Before his trial, Cacopardo had told 


his story to.his lawyer. The lawyer 
laughed and said nobody would be- 
lieve him. 
Now, when Cacopardo 


finally got his chance to reveal what 
he knew, a Brooklyn lawyer disclosed 
that. Cacopardo had told him the same 
tate two years before. Paul Petrillo 
was indicted for murder. 
v: 


Philadelphia's authorities now began 


to talk of incredible things. The ring, 
they said, had operated in three 
states, had garnered about 5100,000 
insurance money, had killed 1 to 12 
people. 
• 


But when the arsenic trials got un- 


der way all this began to look puny. 
For; as evidence piled up against her, 
Mrs. Carina Favato suddenly and dra- 
matically stopped her own trial, con- 
fessed she killed, her friend, husband, 
and stepson, then let police into the 
secrets of the ring. Herman Petrillo, 
who had been found guilty and faced 
the electric chair, admitted he had 
killed 12 people and was involved in 
9 other deaths, and revealed more 
about the ring. 


The story they told was ghastly, un- 


precedented.

Gibraltar of the East 
HPHE British who have to'live 
••• there call it the "blqsted hole," 
but the tiny crescent of land on 
the southwest coast of Arabia, 
Aden, turns out to be important 
property these days. Strategically 
located, this sunburnt colony is a 
sort of Gibraltar of the east for 
Great Britain. 


'Aden narrows to a sharp point 


at the Strait of Bab el Mandeb, 
where.the Red sea empties into 
the Gulf of Aden. Here the Brit- 
ish have control and thus the Ara- 
bian strait is kept open like Gib- 
raltar and the Suez canal as an- 
other vital link in -the empire's 
long lifeline through the Mediter- 
r'ahean and Red sea to India. 


Because of its importance, Aden 


i.s heavily fortified. Jts garrison 
usually consists of detachments of 
the Royal artillery, infantry, and 
several battalions of Indian troops. 
Aod these constitute just about 
the. whole population, except for a 
Dumber oi Eurppean and AmerU 
can businessmen and the repre- 
sentatives of various governments 
stationed jn the colony.
